The postoffice was closed and all 
persons in it—for reasons not ex- 
plained—were arrested. “e!ephone and 
telegraph offices were seized by the 
French. 

Censorship was clamped down on 
the community. The declaration of 
martial law was expected momen- 
tarily. 

Several hundred cavalrymen clat- 
tered down the cobblestone streets on 
their trained war steeds in the ufter- 
noon, occupying the heart of the city. 

Two patrols surrounded the rail- 
road station. Only those with canis 
of authority were permitted to ya3s 
the guard.

Batty realized the danger, but 
he took a chance and climbed into the 
intending to calm the beast as 
he had done before. 

As he gained his footing the leop- 
ard sprang at him, sunk its claws 
into bis arms and then struck him 
on the head, tearing tke scalp. Batty 

and the leopard tussled and then 
rolied to the concrete floor twelve 
i feet below. 

Tried to Escape. 

The fight was then apparently over 
for the kopard, which then planned 
u getaway. It began clawing fran- 
tically at a heavy paper partition, 
and had almost succeeded in getting 
through, when Charles Sparks, owner 
of the circus, gave an order to one 
of his men to shoot the beast, fearing 
for the safety of the children a few 
teet away. 

Leopards cost from $700 to $1 ,000. 
The carcass was skinned this evening 
and is valued at $150. 

At the clinic it was stated Batty 
will probably recover. He was un- 
conscious for several hours, but when 
he came to he remarked to his wife, 
“Dorothy. 1 sure had. a thrilling 
stunt.” He was bitten in two places 
on the arm, gthe tendons being torn, 
there were fhree tears on the scalp 
and severe bruises on bis body.

Georgia Negro Still in Uncle 
Sam’s Service While Of- 


ficers Seek Him. 


At the time that William A. Maxey, 
a Georgia negro, was to appear. in 
court at Valdosta, Ga., and plead 
guilty to a charge of having stolen 
United States mail while serving as 
a railway mail clerk, he was working 
as a postal clerk in the Brooklyn, N. 
Y., postoffice, under a slightly chang- 
ed name and getting a_ salary of 
$1,500 per year. according to informa- 
tion reaching inspector Joe P. Johns- 
ton, of the Atlanta division, Thursday. 

Inspectors S. J. Killian and F. E. 
Shea wired Mr. Johnston that Maxey 
had been arrested on January 5. Mr. 
Johnston stated a warrant for Maxey 
had been furnished the United States 
marshal in Brooklyn, and that the 
negro would probably be brought back 
to Georgia within a few days to stand 
tria l. 

Maxey was indicted at Macon, Ga., 
on October 28, 1920, for the theft of 
a special delivery letter on August 
s a railway 
postal clerk on the Atlanta to Palat- 
ka, Fla., line. The letter in question 
was one mailed in connection with in- 
vestigations being made by Inspectors 
Tomlinson, Reese. Pemberton and 
Brubaker, of the Atlanta division, and 
was addressed to Tifton, Ga. The 
contents, money which the inspectors 
could identify, were tound on the per- 
son of Maxey. 

In default af $2,000 hond, Maxey 
was committed to jail at that time. 
Later he sueceeced in making bond. 
His case did not come up in 1920, 
and he got it continued from the Oc- 
tober term, 1921, until the December 
term, by signing a written agreement 
to appear at this time and plead 
guilty. 

While ont on bond Maxey proceeded 
to Brooklyn, where he«!took civil 
service examination for position of 
clerk on January 29, 1921: He took 
the examination under the name of 
Willie A. Maxey, and made other false 
statements in answering questions re- 
quired in the examination, according 
to Mr. Johnston’s information. 

He was appointed to substitute 
clerk on Mav 9. 1921, and made regu- 
lar clerk on Julv 16, 1921. This was 
the position he was holding when ar- 
rested—almost one year after the time 
he was to have appeared to plead 
guilty to the charge in the indictment 
against him in Georgia.

Photograph Atom Tracks. 


Two professors of the University 
of Chicago, Dr. R, W.,Ryan and Dr. 
W. D. Harkins, presented a paper 
before the American Physical society 
at Boston, telling how they had pho- 
tographed the tracks of atoms shoot- 
ing through the air at a speed thirty 
thousand times greater than that of 
the swiftest rifle bullet.

An atom of matter that 
shoots 30,000 times faster than the 
fastest rifle bullet.

two thirds of this speed!”

Above all, never on any account 
tell a child that he or she is a

kind of suggestions have. 

Rather say one day to a child in-| 
clined to be lazy or negligent. “Well, | 
you have done mueh ovbetter than/| 
usual today; 1 am very pleased with ' 
you? work; you are improving.” It 
may not be true. No matter. The 
idea of improvement, of: excellence, 
of endeavor, will sink in the child's 
mind, and gradually, with judicious 
encouragement, will be transformed 
unconsciously into facet. 

Avoid discussing diseases in front 
of children; auto-suggestion is quick 
to transport the idea to the physical 
and develop the very illness 
you wish to avert. Teach them, on 


sickness an anomaly, a hu- 


non-observance of nature’s 

Do not let a child fear the ele- 
ments: man is made to support cold, 
heat, rain, wind, ete., without ill ef- 
fects; .it’s merely an idea that cre- 
ates weakness. It is a cruel thing to 
frighten children by talking of “bo- 
gies” and goblins and the like; fear 
thus instilled may persist in after 
life and ruin a child's later life and 
destinies. 

Love of Labor. 

It is easy to make a child like 
work and study by making the les- 
sons attractive by means of anecdotes 
appropriate to the subject, and bv 
explaining the difficult points with 
a smile and conveying the impression 
that it is all quite simple. The edu- 
cator’s ideal should be to make his 
pupils look forward to the next les- 
son. ' 

Naturally, one must instil the love 
of labor, with the idea that labor eis 
natural and indispensable; that idle- 
ness is abnormal, unhealthy, and con-

training. We all know that “example 
is better than precept.” but we real- 
ize the truth of it with greater force 
after studying the power of auto-sug- 
gestion. And children are particular- 
ly sensitive to suggestion; they are 
always ready to copy what they see, 
good or bad. So the first duty of par- 
ents and educators is to set only good 


examples. 


Suggestion may be practiced with 
wonderful effect to correct any de- 
fects in a child’s character, and to 
develop missing qualities. Every 
night, just as the child is about to 


‘fall off to sleep, or when it is al- 


ready asleep, stand about a_ yard 
away from the bed, and murmur in 
a low undertone what you wish to 
obtain; repeating 15 to 20 times the 
qualities it is desired to provoke and 
Do not 


monotonously; that is the most pow- 
erful means of reaching the subcon- 
The latter needs no eloquence 
to be impressed. A plain statement 
of the idea is sufficient. More than 
that defeats the ends to be attained. 


Suggestion in School. 


In schools remarkable results 
should be cbtained by teachers prac- 
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in the moral domain as well as in 
the physical, is the consequence of 
ideas germinated by example. It is 
impossible to believe a child is born 
a criminal. He becomes one by auto- 
suggestion, just as he may become a 
valued member of the community as 
the result of auto-suggestion guided 
in the right direction.

Colonel Hammond, who was recent-

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CAPITOL NOTES 


Bids on school warrants to be dis- 
counted by the state during 1923, will 
be opened on Tuesday in the office 
of State School Superintendent M. M. 
Parks. ‘There will be about $2,500,- 
000 in warrants to be discounted dur- 
ing the year and, Superintendent 
Parks stated, it is hoped to secure a 
lower interest rate than that paid 
last year. 


Rule Nisi Issued. 

The railroad commission on Thurs- 
day issued a rule nisi requiring rail- 
roads of Georgia 10 show cause on 
February 13, why rates on calcium 
arsenate should not be reduced to a 
scale 50 per cent above fertilizer 
rates. Arsenate rates are now about 
three times as high as fertilizer rates, 
and, as it is used extensively by cot- 
ton growers in fighting the boll wee- 
vil, there has been considerable agi- 
tation recently fer:lower rates. 


Written Verdict Not Necessary. 

It isn’t necessary for a jury ver- 
dict to be put in writing for it to be 
binding, according to a decision hand- 
ed down Thursday by the Georgia 
court of appeals. The case was from 
Fulton county. Fred Sullivan, the de- 
fendant, was convicted for having 
whisky in his possession. -The jury 
wrote its verdict, saying “We, the 
jury, find the defendant guilty.” Aft- 
er Sullivan left the court room an at- 
tache of the court erased the words 
“the defendant” and substituted “Fred 
Sullivan,” 

Sullivan’s attorney raised the point 
in his appeal that the verdict was not 
legal inasmuch as, when it left the 
jury’s hands, it did not name the de- 
fendant. 


Oil Companies Pay $158.45s. 

Payments totalling $188,458 were 
made Thursday by nineteen oil com- 
panies when they paid the state oil 
tax of one cent a gallon for the fin- 
al quarter of 1922, This tax is paid 
by the consumer, being added to the 
price of the gasoline at the filling 
station, and turned over to the state 
treasury four times a year. 
There are thirty of the smaller 
oil companies yet tu make their re- 
turns for the quarter and it is esti- 
mated that when they do the total 
payment will run close to $220,000, 
which will be the largest collections 
under this tax in any quarter since 


} it was first imposed by the 1921 leg- 


islature. 


City Held Not Responsible 

The court of appeals on Thursday 
upheld a decision vr the city court 
of Rome, in a case where a man had 
sued the city for damages received 
when his horse, he stated, was fright- 
ened hy a water-wagon belonging to 
that city. 

The court held that a city cannot 
be held responsible for negligence of 
a water-wagon driver, inasmuch as 
the sprinkling of screets is a govern- 
mental function. It is a well settled 
principle of law that a city is not 
liable for the negligence of its em- 
ployees when they are engaged in a 
governmental function.

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There is a natural tendency for 
the head to move around to the right 
when you take the golf club up.

New York, January 11.—With most 
of Wall street expecting the stock 
market to open lower on foreign news, 
prices held remarkably strong.
